groups as the Ohio State Grange, 
the Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, 
the Ohio Bankers' Association, the 
Ohio Poultry Improvement Asso- 
ciation, and others. 


The annual junior classic was 


conducted by the division of voca- 
tional agriculture of the state de- 
partment of education in co-opera- 
tion with the agricultural exten- 
sion services at state university.
